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Long-Awaited Murder Verdict 
Brings Some Peace to Victim’s Friends 


Eriq Escalon’s friends and family waited more than six years for a trial to begin. On Monday, it finally ended.

It only took a jury two days to 
reach a verdict in the 2012 death of 
28-year-old hairdresser Eriq Escalon. On 
Monday afternoon, they announced 
they'd found 52-year-old James Rickleffs 
guilty of murder, robbery, burglary and 
petty theft. The case’s conclusion — 
nearly seven years after Escalon’s murder 
— offers a much-needed piece of closure 
for his friends and family, many of whom 
filled the courtroom during the weeks- 
long trial. 

The case was complicated, with 
time weakening some of the evidence 
and some witness statements. But 
Escalon appears to have met James 
Rickleffs, who was more than 20 years 
his senior, at 440 Castro, a gay bar, in 
June 2012. The pair left together, and 
Escalon withdrew $100 from an ATM 
before they hailed a cab to his Diamond 
Heights apartment. Rickleffs appears 
to have spent the night, but left be- 
fore Escalon’s roommate came home 
around 6 p.m. It was then that Escalon’s 
body was discovered in bed, his mouth 
gagged with a rag and his arms bound 
with zip ties. 

Rickleffs was charged with the crime 
several weeks later. 

During the trial, the defense argued 
the death was accidental, and that Rick- 
leffs didn’t know what he was doing, 
panicking and fleeing the apartment 
when he realized Escalon had passed 
out. Both sides scrutinized innumerable 
details in the case — from the cause of 
death to an analysis of Escalon’s char- 
acter — over the five-week trial. But 
one detail that may have swayed jurors 
was the steadfast support of Escalon’s 
friends and family, who appeared in 
court every day. Escalon’s mother, Es- 
meralda, commuted in each week from 
Fresno; a GoFundMe campaign raised 
more than $2,700 to help support her 
hotel and travel fees. 

And the experience of sitting 
through the trial was far from easy. 
Within the first couple hours of opening 
statements, a large photo of her son’s 
dead body was projected on a screen for 
the jury. That first day, nearly everyone 
on Escalon’s side of the courtroom 
cried. 

“He’s not who they say he is,” a tear- 
ful Esmeralda Escalon told SF Weekly 


on the first day of the trial. “He 
wasn't perfect, but he’s not who 
they’re making him look like. 
He had a beautiful soul.” 

So when news came in 
Monday that a verdict had been 
reached, it wasn’t surprising 
that the entire right-hand side 
of the room was packed, even 
on short notice. 

Four of the friends who left 
work to attend were people 
who'd met Escalon 10 years 
before his death, when they 
were all members of Concord’s 
award-winning drum and bugle 
corps group The Blue Devils. 
Escalon joined as a teenager, 
quickly developing friendships 
that lasted the rest of his life. 

“He was 100-percent con- 
fident in himself and who he 
was, says Gio De Torres, who 
was a captain when Escalon 
joined the team. “He was openly 
gay, he knew it. He was proud, 
and I loved him for it. He was 
a breath of fresh air. We were 
friends instantaneously.” 

Sarah Cartmill Odello joined 
the same year as Escalon. 

“T met Eriq when he was 17 
and I was 19, in The Blue Devil 
drum corps. We were both so 
green and so nervous,’ she tells 
SF Weekly. “Eriq, especially, so 
desperately wanted to be good.” 

Escalon had auditioned and 
won a spot in the corps, which 
was an achievement in itself, but 
he wasn’t immediately a star. 
Gio remembers how hard he worked to 
improve. 

“Some people are naturals and have 
the talent and the skill,” he says. “For 
Eriq, he had it, but it took a lot of work.” 

Gio and his now-wife Isleen took Es- 
calon under their wing. He was younger 
than they were, but they were charmed 
by the young guy who commuted all the 
way to Concord from Fresno. 

“He'd come up to the Bay Area for the 
summers, and during our camps he'd 
stay with me,’ Isleen says. “He was one 
of the most genuine, kindest people I'd 
ever met. He would drop whatever he 
was doing to help you.” 

The Blue Devil friends all stayed in 
touch after they aged out of the corps. 
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Erig Escalon was 
an avid member of 
Concord's Blue Devils. 


Escalon moved to San Francisco, and 
began working toward his goal of being 

a celebrity hairdresser, sending money 
home to his mom and younger siblings 
when he was able. At the time of his 
death he worked at Metamorphosis 
Salon, but had goals to move to L.A. to 
open his own salon, and to eventually ex- 
pand to New York and London. He even 
had a name for it: Coif. 

His dogged commitment to achieving 
his goals meant his sudden death shook 
the group, deeply. They set up a scholar- 
ship fund to The Blue Devils in his name, 
and rallied around his family. But in the 
years since, all of them have struggled to 
get a sense of closure, knowing that the 
trial was still on the horizon.

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“We were like, “What is actually 
going on here?’” Cartmill Odello says 
about the more than six years it took 
for the trial to begin. “You move on 
with you life, but we'd check in with 
each other. I still don’t understand 
what the holdup was. It’s awful for the 
family of the person who's been lost.” 

By the time the trial finally rolled 
around, in February of this year, many 
of Escalon’s Blue Devil friends had 
married and had children. It wasn’t 
easy to make it to court every day, but 
one of the crew — Roberto Tiscareno 
— went regularly, and texted them 
all updates. It was harder than they 
anticipated, as the defense’s opening 
statements depicted an Escalon they

didn’t recognize, which the media 
then ran stories about. 

“Seeing your friend being 
painted in a light completely 
opposite of what he was and 
who he is to people was hard,” 
Cartmill Odello says. “He wasn’t 
into BDSM, and he was a very 
open person, it wasn’t something 
that he would have shied away 
of sharing. I also can’t imagine 
Eriq soliciting someone to take 
pictures. It’s so ridiculous. It was 
really hard to swallow. We just 
focused on the trial.” 

When the verdict was reached 
on Monday, the De Torreses and 
Cartmill Odello left work to at- 
tend. It was the first time any of 
them had seen James Rickleffs, 
the defendant, in person. 

“That was really tough,” Isleen 
says. ‘I couldn't help but think he 
took Eriq from all of us. It made 
me anxious.” 

Cartmill Odello had a different 
reaction: “It was a very visceral 
feeling of anger that came over 
me, she says. 

And although the verdict was 
one they were all hoping for, it’s 
bittersweet. 

“It’s been so long. When a 
friend passes it feels like they’re 
on a vacation after a while,” Cart- 
mill Odello says. “We miss him all 
the time. We're happy for the ver- 
dict but we'd be happier if things 
were completely different.” 

Gio agrees. He and Isleen have 
photos of Eriq in their house, and 
talk about him often with their chil- 
dren. It’s important, they both said, 
that they knew who he was, and how 
much he mattered to their parents. 
But the whole experience has been 
agonizing. 

“When they announced the verdict, 
it was — I don’t want to say painful — 
but there’s an emotional pain to it,” Gio 
says. “The reality setting in that this is 
closing, but it’s not bringing him back. 
There’s no reward for our community.”

Earth’s 10-Year Emergency 


Like the Green New Deal, San Francisco's climate resolution calls for a framework to accelerate goals that dramatically reduce carbon emissions.

When Rep. Alexandria Ocasio- 


Cortez introduced the Green New Dealasa 
resolution in February, mere weeks after 
taking office, it took the country by storm. 
Critics, like the city’s own Sen. Dianne Fein- 
stein — and toa group of children at her 
district office, no less — said there was no 
way to pay for it. 

But San Francisco is not a city that 
shies away from a challenge, and last 
week, supervisors brought forward 
a call for local solutions before the 
planet runs out of time to prevent 
the worst of climate change. In their 
current form, the proposals aim to 
figure out the exact steps needed to ac- 
celerate emission-reduction targets by 
2030, the year the Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change estimates is 
a point of no return for catastrophic 
climate impacts. 

Supervisor Rafael Mandelman in- 
troduced the San Francisco resolution 
in late February at the behest of envi- 
ronmental groups like 350 Bay Area, 
which have already convinced Berkeley, 
Hayward, Richmond, and Oakland to 
declare climate change to be an emer- 
gency. Another six of Mandelman’s 
board colleagues are co-sponsors, all 
but ensuring it will pass. 

Unlike President Donald Trump’s 
state of emergency at the border, 
which automatically released special 
funds, these resolutions seek to im- 
plement a climate change response at 
every possible level of government, 
through the proper legislative process. 

“The Green New Deal is a national 
program of environmental and social 
justice that I support, but here in San 
Francisco we have to figure out tangi- 
bly what we can do in a realistic time 
frame to actually move the needle,” 
Mandelman says. “The money that 
would get unlocked would ideally be 
our $12 billion budget.” 

The local resolution directs the 
Department of the Environment, the 
Mayor’s Office, and other relevant 
agencies to report back in 100 days 
about what steps the city can take to 
meet emissions goals more quickly. 

At the 2018 Global Climate Action 
Summit, held in San Francisco last 
September, the city committed to 
net-zero emissions by 2050, a 50-per- 
cent reduction in landfill disposal, and 
a 15-percent cut in waste generation 
by 2030. S.F. will transition to all-re- 
newable electricity sources by 2030, 
and any buildings constructed by 2050 
will be carbon-neutral.

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San Francisco should be proud of 
the environmental strides it’s made 
in the past couple decades. City data 
shows that greenhouse gas emissions 
have declined 30 percent from 1990 
levels, even as the economy grew 111 
percent and the population increased 
20 percent. But as Department of En- 
vironment spokesperson Peter Gallotta 
points out, business-as-usual isn’t go- 
ing to cut it any longer. 

“We do know that we need to make 
significant strides in reducing emis- 
sions in the next 10 years,” Gallotta 
says. ‘The real question is not neces- 
sarily the what or the when, it’s the 
how.” 

For example, transportation ac- 
counts for 46 percent of the city’s 
emissions, while buildings are respon- 
sible for another 45 percent. That 
means that the most effective way to 
reduce emissions will likely involve the 


SFMTA and PG&E, both of which are 
experiencing crises of trust. 

Muni’s fleet already runs on clean 
power, but it’s experiencing a severe 
operator shortage that has contributed 
to overcrowded buses, poor on-time 
performance, and a general slowdown 
in service that diverts riders from the 
transit system. In turn, a stunning 94 
percent of San Francisco’s transporta- 
tion emissions come from private cars 
and trucks, Gallotta says. 

Roughly half of the 300 Chariot 
drivers laid off by the private shut- 
tle company’s January closure have 
already signed up for an accelerated 
training program to become Muni 
operators. If upcoming contract nego- 
tiations fare well for worker compensa- 
tion, it could attract even more drivers 
and improve public transportation 
service critical to reducing emissions. 
(For those scratching their heads at

unions, this is partly why.) 

Still, the habitual use of transpor- 
tation network services, or TNCs, is al- 
ready ingrained. Supervisors have long 
struggled to address the influx of ride- 
share services like Lyft or Uber, which 
are regulated by the California Public 
Utilities Commision. One solution is 
congestion pricing that charges a fee 
for private vehicles to enter down- 
town, but a poll from the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce found that 
about 65 percent of residents oppose it 
on some level. 

The city is also already grappling 
with whether or not to buy up PG&E 
infrastructure amid the utility’s bank- 
ruptcy proceedings, in order to power 
the city via renewable energy on a larg- 
er scale than CleanPowerSF can. Mayor 
London Breed asked the San Francisco 
Public Utility Commission to study 


the possibility, and at the same time, 
supervisors approved $14.5 million to 
further environmentally friendly pub- 
lic-power projects. 

More than 80,000 households have 
opted in to CleanPowerSF since it 
launched in 2016. If it applied to all of 
San Francisco, the city would be pow- 
ered by at least 43 percent renewable 
energy, with the option to upgrade to 
100-percent renewables. 

The fight against climate change is 
going to take a citywide effort, even 
among departments not outwardly 
focused on emissions. The Depart- 
ment of Public Works, for example, is 
seeking sufficient funds to plant 6,000 
street trees — which trades our carbon 
dioxide for oxygen — each year for the 
next two decades. 

These are lofty goals, but Gallotta is 
optimistic that new technologies will 
make the goals a reality, as they have 
in the past. And they could provide a 
hefty boost for the economy: Mandel- 
man hopes that the resolution could 
spur a new environmentally conscious 
series of jobs. 

Moving forward, part of the climate 
conversation will no doubt include im- 
pacts along class and racial lines, which 
is why Mandelman’s office brought in 
folks from the Bayview Hunters Point 
Community Advocates. In a 2016 
report by the Port of San Francisco, 
it was stated that the sea level could 
rise 12 to 24 inches by 2050, affecting 
lower-lying areas like Bayview and the 
Ferry building. 

“San Francisco is like the rest of 
the world — the poorest communities 
tend to be in the lowest lying areas and 
are most likely to be impacted by sea 
level rise,” Mandelman says. Plus, “ex- 
treme weather is very hard on people 
living outside.” 

Part of the work the climate emer- 
gency resolution calls for dovetails 
with the city’s updated Climate Action 
Strategy, which will be released in 
2020 before it can be incorporated into 
budget talks leading up to June. The 
Board of Supervisors will first discuss 
it at length at Monday’s Land Use and 
Transportation Committee meeting 
before eventually holding a hearing. 

“In a lot of ways, there’s more that 
we can do than what we’re seeing on 
a national level,” Gallotta says of local 
action. “There’s really a sense that it’s 
up to all of us to take action.”

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ECO Cannabis 
Proves Equity 
Programs 
Can Work 


When East Bay native Kevin 
Ahaesy decided to open a dispensary, it 
didn’t mean helping just one business 
get off the ground, but eight. 

While ECO Cannabis may be the 
only business that Ahaesy is chiefly 
responsible for, part of his efforts to 
improve his chances at receiving a gen- 
eral license involved incubating other 
businesses under Oakland’s equity 
program. 

“As I got to know more and more 
about the equity program,’ he says, 
“we really thought it was a great thing. 
We discovered that the more we sup- 
ported the program, the higher the 
likelihood would be of us getting a 
dispensary license.” 


The rules that dictate what a 
general license applicant must do in 
order to qualify for the benefits of 
incubating equity businesses are quite 
substantial. Essentially, Ahaesy had to 
help the owners of these businesses 
through their own licensing processes 
in addition to providing 1,000 square 
feet of space for each one. In order for 
ECO Cannabis to receive its own li- 
cense, it also had to ensure that all the 
equity businesses it was incubating 
got their own permits approved first. 

“We got them through all of their 
permitting,” he says. “We actually 
spearheaded the process for them. In 
certain circumstances, like with two 
of our cultivators, we actually sup- 
plied them with their odor-mitigation 
equipment and some other things like 
power upgrades in order for them to 
start their businesses.” 

With his license in hand, Ahaesy 
was able to start realizing his vision 
for a dispensary that corrected what 
he saw as several major areas of 
concern. 

The first thing Ahaesy would 
notice when he’d walk into a 
dispensary was that it was re- 
grettably reminiscent of entering 
a DMV. When ECO opened in 
January, he was ready to offer an 
alternative to the pressure some 
customers feel when it’s finally

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their turn at the counter. 

“At most other dispensaries,” 
Ahaesy explains, “you have somebody 
breathing down your neck. You wait 
your 20 minutes and you finally get 
to the budtender, and that’s the point 
in time when you can start to ask 
questions. | always felt anxious and 
rushed when I got to that point be- 
cause I knew there were a lot of people 
behind me.” 

At ECO, an “experience guide” 
(their term for budtenders) will offer 
you a personal tour of the space. You 
can then pepper your guide with all 
of the questions your heart desires 
as each one has undergone extensive 
training. All experience guides are 
also equipped with a tablet device, 
although you can also place an order 
through a self-serve kiosk. 

“It comes out of a window,” Ahaesy 
explains, “just like a fast-food restau- 
rant. We call your name and you come 


up and pay for it.” 
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Ahaesy estimates that the system 
in place at his dispensary allows them 
to process twice as many customers 
each day than they’d otherwise be able 
to accommodate. 

Customer service isn’t the only fo- 
cus for ECO. Recalling that many dis- 
pensaries he'd visit were outfitted with 
bulletproof glass and armed guards, 
Ahaesy opted to style his store with a 
more upscale and welcoming aesthetic 
in mind. To that end, the interior of 
ECO features a 12-foot moss wall and 
floating glass box display cases. 

Ahaesy also wants ECO to reflect 
the importance he places on social jus- 
tice, which is why formerly incarcerat- 
ed individuals comprise half the staff. 

“It’s been amazing,’ he says. “I 
would say for 80 percent of them, it 
was a cannabis-related crime, so it’s 
really gratifying to see people that 
were once shunned for these things 
now have a home with us.” 

Given the trial-by-fire educa- 
tion Ahaesy has amassed as he’s 
shepherded not only ECO Can- 
nabis but eight other businesses 
through the permitting process, 
he now hopes to be given a 
chance to share his knowledge 
with other cities considering 
equity programs. 

“T'd like to go to other cities 
and talk about what Oakland 


got right and also what Oakland got 
wrong and how we fix that in their city 
and help them with their programs,” 
he says. “I'd like the opportunity to do 
that. I’ve talked to some people about 
San Diego. I’ve talked to some people 
about Boston, but I haven’t talked 

to the main players. That would be 
something I’m definitely interested in 
helping out with.” 

He’s also willing to help on a more 
local level — like giving applicants a 
hand when it comes to dealing with 
the Oakland Fire Department. 

“That was a huge hurdle to get 
over,’ he recalls. “It took me about 
three months to get both my business 
and these other businesses through 
that process. At the end of it, I told 
the fire department that if they ever 
need me to run a workshop or do 
something that helps other equity 
applicants to let me know because it’s 
not an easy process. At the end of the 
day, the city needs to figure out how 
they want to use me in that respect, 
but I’ve definitely put that offer out 
there.”

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Let's Talk: 
Beginninga 
conversation 
with our readers

As the leader of a newsroom, 
I strive to be as transparent as possible. 
Indeed, there are likely times when my 
team may even tire of hearing so much 
about what I am thinking, planning, 
and doing. 

I do it because I want to hear their 
ideas, and selfishly, I rely on them to 
be a safety net. The writers, editors, 
and others who make up our news- 
room are not shy about warning me 
of potential embarrassment should I 
start heading down a foolhardy path. 

But as I err on the side of over- 
sharing with my team, I am less com- 
municative with a crucial component 
of the publications I oversee: our 
readers. 

I realized this last month as I sat 
among a group of California news 
publishers and editors at a conference 
in Sacramento. The speaker was pre- 


senting another disheartening report 
about how little readers trust those 
of us who have chosen newsgather- 
ing as a profession, if not a calling. 
Here’s a few of the findings of Knight 
Foundation’s “American Views: Trust, 
Media and Democracy.” 


- More Americans have a negative 
(43 percent) than a positive 
(33 percent) view of the news 
media, while 23 percent are 
neutral. 


- Today, 66 percent of Americans 
say most news media do not 
do a good job of separating fact 
from opinion. In 1984, 42 per- 
cent held this view. 


« Less than half of Americans, 44 
percent, say they can think of 
a news source that reports the 
news objectively. 


There are complex reasons for this 
shaky confidence in the press, not the 
least of which is having a president of 
the United States who encourages — 
and benefits from — media-bashing, 
but I think another explanation is 
that it may be our own fault for not 
adequately communicating how we 
do what we do. 

A glaring example came in anoth- 
er recent survey which found that

60 percent of respondents toa 
2019 Columbia Journalism Review 
survey think reporters pay their 
sources for information, some- 
thing we would never consider. 
The only money we pay is the 
cost of paying for documents, 

or having online access to court 
records (which is often too high, 
by the way). 

Whether out of arrogance or 
ignorance, we wrongly assume 
that readers understand how 
we do our jobs. The conference 
speaker, in urging media com- 
panies to be less opaque, gave 
this example: Most journalists 
think that their audience knows 
that if a photograph of the writer 
appears with an article online or in 
print, then, of course it is an opinion 
columnist. They should know this 
even if the word “opinion” is nary to 
be found. 

Guilty. 

At that moment, the concept for 
this column was born. Having recent- 
ly returned to journalism after work- 
ing as the editorial director at the 
Stanford Graduate School of Business 
for five years, I have had the advan- 
tage of being on the outside looking 
in solely as a reader. This gave mea 
different perspective and distance, as 
well as my share of shouting back at 
a biased radio report, or firing off an 
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email to the editor of my local paper. 

Yet having been a journalist most 
of my career, I am certain there are 
things that should be explained that 
I view as obvious, even instinctual. 
How do we decide what news is? Do 
editors assign articles or do reporters 
go out and find them? What does “off 
the record” mean? 

These are just some of the ques- 
tions you may have. 

And why wouldn't you have 
questions. As one of my reporters re- 
cently pointed out, newspapers have 
traditions that for decades, readers 
understood. Now we deliver most of 
our news via email newsletters, our 
website, and social media. Yet, we are 
still operating in a way that may be 
foreign to non-newspaper readers. 
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That is why I am opening 
up this conversation. I want 
to know what our readers are 
curious about regarding our 
profession. What baffles you? 
What frustrates you? What 
suggestions do you have for 
ways we could do our jobs 
differently? 

We will choose some 
questions to answer in an 
occasional column written by 
myself or the editors of our 
publications. We will select 
the questions based on rele- 
vance, and the frequency it is 
asked. We will answer them 
as transparently as possible with the 
understanding that some business in- 
formation is confidential and we will 
not be able to share it. 

In return, I ask that you hold up 
your end of the dialogue by sending 
constructive suggestions and ques- 
tions to dpetersen@sfmediaco.com. 
Put “ask the editor” in the subject 
column, and note which publication 
you are referring to. 

I look forward to the conversation, 
and who knows, you may just help me 
buttress my safety net.

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Reporting 
sexual 
harassment 
inthe gig 
economy

This week’s question comes from 
K, who asks: 


:“Iam female and I work at 
Queen that are staffed by Insta- 
work, Wonolo and other gig agencies. 
We get gigs through these companies 
to work at various events. One of 
these events was being catered by 
avery famous gourmet company 
[name withheld]. The catering com- 
panies contact Instawork and Wonolo 
to send workers to provide bartender 
and waitstaff. Some of the gig work- 
ers provided by these companies are 
sexually harassing myself and other 
female workers by pawing into us. 
They usually walk up behind me and 
put their hands on the flat of my 
back, or down lower towards my butt. 


One grabbed my arm from behind. 
Some give you a pat on the back right 
where your bra is fastened. Some- 
times, they brush against me in ways 
that are unwanted and inappropriate. 
This is happening not only to me, it is 
also happening to other women. It is 
sexually suggestive and doesn’t hap- 
pen to the men. 

I have reported this to the cater- 
ing company. They say it is not their 
problem and that I need to contact 
Instawork. I have tried to make an 
anonymous complaint to Instawork 
but couldn't get through without giv- 
ing my name. I am afraid if I tell them 
they won't send me to gigs anymore. 

There is no clear reporting mech- 
anism, a lack of sufficient training on 
harassment and discrimination, and 
little or no supervision by the com- 
panies who send you the jobs or the 
companies where you work. I have 
been putting up with this for years, 
and I am fed up. Can you write in 
your column what the law is so I can 
send it to the companies?” 


: Dear K, the emergence of the gig 

economy has led to an upswing 
of complaints such as yours. These 
companies believe that they owe 
their “gig labor force” none of the 
protections which cover full-time 
employees. Sometimes this is the 
result of ignorance, sometimes it

is the result of the gig employers 
just not giving a damn about their 
labor force. 

Sexual harassment can include 
verbal statements, comments, 
jokes, written comments, emails, 
“dick pics,” touching, inappropriate 
physical presence (sitting on a desk 
with crotch inches from the face, 
blocking freedom of movement, 
etc.) and other unwanted conduct. 
The key is that the conduct is un- 
wanted and has its basis in sexual 
connotation or abuse of power. 

Under California Government 
Code Section 12940(a) conduct 
arises to the level of sexual harass- 
ment “when the harassing conduct 
sufficiently offends, humiliates, 
distresses, or intrudes upon its 
victim, so as to disrupt the victim’s 
emotional tranquility in the work- 
place, affect the victim’s ability to 
perform the job as usual, or other- 
wise interfere with and undermine 
the victim’s personal sense of 
well-being.” It suffices to prove that 
a reasonable person subjected to 
the discriminatory conduct would 
find that the harassment altered 
working conditions so much as to 
make it more difficult to do the job. 

Section (b) of 12940 states that 
even a single incident of severe 
harassing conduct is enough to 
create a triable issue regarding the 


existence of a hostile work envi- 
ronment if the harassing conduct 
has unreasonably interfered with 
the plaintiff's work performance 
or created an intimidating, hostile, 
or offensive working environment. 
“The existence of a hostile work 
environment depends upon the 
totality of the circumstances... 
and the legal standard for sexual 
harassment should not vary by type 
of workplace.” 12940(c)&(d). 

Pursuant to Section (j)(1), “ha- 
rassment of an employee, an appli- 
cant, an unpaid intern or volunteer, 
or a person providing services pur- 
suant to a contract by an employer . 
.. shall be unlawful if the entity, or 
its agents or supervisors, knows or 
should have known of this conduct 
and fails to take immediate and ap- 
propriate corrective action.” 

A person “providing services 
pursuant to a contract” means a 
person who meets all of the follow- 
ing criteria: (A) The person has the 
right to control the performance of 
the contract for services and dis- 
cretion as to the manner of perfor- 
mance. (B) The person is custom- 
arily engaged in an independently 
established business. (C) The 
person has control over the time 
and place the work is performed, 
supplies the tools and instruments 
used in the work, and performs 


work that requires a particular skill 
not ordinarily used in the course of 
the employer’s work. 

Employers, gig or otherwise, can 
be sued for economic, non-econom- 
ic, or punitive damages in the mil- 
lions of dollars. It is also illegal to 
retaliate against anyone making a 
complaint. Our firm has recovered 
hundreds of millions in discrimi- 
nation, harassment and retaliation 
cases. 

Send both the “gig” employer 
and the catering company a copy 
of this letter and hopefully they 
will take appropriate action. Make 
a paper trial so you can prove it 
was delivered. If they continue to 
ignore your rights, contact a good 
trial lawyer to take action on your 


behalf.

Billionaire, if you didn’t know, has become a pejorative 
term. That’s the line former Starbucks CEO Howard Schultz and pre- 
sumptive third-party candidate tried to foist on New York Times finan- 
cial journalist Andrew Ross Sorkin in February when the latter asked 
him if billionaires wield too much power in America. When you're a well- 
known person with nine Zeros in your net worth, and you decide you

probably anticipate a question like that. Yet not since Bart Simpson re- 
peatedly pressed pause to savor the exact second when Ralph Wiggum’s 
heart ripped in half has someone’s expression revealed such maxillofa- 
cial agony on camera. 

Technically, Schultz answered Sorkin in the affirmative, but only 
after an uncomfortable pause. Then he added, “The moniker ‘billion- 
aire’ has become the catchphrase. I would rephrase that and say that 
‘people of means’ have been able to leverage their wealth and their 
interest in ways that are unfair.” 

In other words, Schultz’s candidacy is predicated on his business 
acumen and his ability to see beyond the ideologies of the two major 
political parties, but he’d prefer that we not think of him as a billion- 
aire — unto the point of co-opting the language of grievance politics.

names like “@blacks4Schultz.” 
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In spite of these missteps, Schultz 
has received respectful media coverage 
aplenty, something that less gaffe-prone 
second-tier candidates like former HUD 
Secretary Julian Castro or South Bend, 
Ind., Mayor Pete Buttigieg have strug- 
gled to match. Pundits like CNN’s Chris 
Cillizza may instinctively triangulate be- 
tween left and right to give voice to what 
they believe is a sensible middle, but 
their combination of unthreatening so- 
cial liberalism — pro-LGBT, and witha 
market-friendly, Sheryl Sandberg-style 
feminism — with a we-can’t-afford-it ap- 
proach to any economic policy that’s re- 
motely redistributive eerily mimics the 
politics of the Howard Schultzes of the 
world. Call our era the Second Gilded Age 
if you like, or the Epoch of People with 
Means, but we are living in the Age of the 
Billionaire. For they are everywhere. The 
president is one — we have reason to be- 
lieve — as is Education Secretary Betsy 
DeVos, the richest member of Trump’s 
affluent Cabinet. (Commerce Secretary 
Wilbur Ross claimed to be worth $2.5 
billion, but he was later exposed to be in- 
flating that figure fourfold.) 

This didn’t happen in a vacuum. It 
is largely the result of a slow-moving 
and occasionally hard-to-tease-out 
dialectic between the ultra-rich and 
politicians who rely on them to fund 
their campaigns, increasingly through 
super PACs, and who then go on to 
appoint judges and justices that strike 
down legislative safeguards against 
entrenched plutocracy. Further, a po- 
litical system that, to many observers, 
appears deadlocked between myopic 
and perpetually bickering parties 
opens up space for a self-funding hero 
to transcend, often through impen- 
etrably bland pablum about coming 
together, reaching across the aisle, and 
leadership. 

In a speech he delivered at Purdue 
University, Schultz asked his listeners 
rhetorical questions like “What kind 
of country do we want to live in?” and 
“What kind of America do we want 
to pass down to our children and our 
grandchildren?” But the man who once 
instructed thousands of baristas to 
scribble “Race Together” on coffee cups 
nationwide may not be the one who 
provides the definitive answer. 

After nearly a half-century of 
economic policies that favor the ul- 
tra-affluent, the tide may be turning. 
Led by economics professor Warren 
and social-media-savvy freshman 
Congresswoman Alexandria Oca- 
sio-Cortez, emboldened progressive 
legislators have called for restoring 
top marginal tax rates to 70 percent or 
higher. Without getting too deep into 
the weeds, they were at 91 percent for 
approximately two decades (1944-63) 
before falling, in uneven steps, to the 
28-to-40-percent range where they 
have floated since the 1980s. And asa 
reminder, marginal tax rates mean they 


kick in at various income levels; a rate 
of 90 percent doesn’t mean a filer with 
$100,000 in taxable income will only 
take home $10,000. Currently, the top 
rate of 37 percent applies only to the 
500,001st dollar and anything above, 
and every One Percenter’s first $9,525 
in income is taxed at 10 percent, just 
like everyone else. 

Reducing inequality in America — 
which is class-based but inextricably 
tied to centuries of race-specific crimes 
and injustices — is a moral imperative. 
But in light of recent developments 
about the gravity of the carbon-depen- 
dent economy, even the new fervor 
for fairness may not capture the full 
breadth of what’s at stake. 

We may be about to experience 
what happens when an immovable 
object encounters an irresistible force. 
In “Five Years,’ David Bowie opened 
The Rise and Fall of Ziggy Stardust 
and the Spiders from Mars with lyrics 
about how the “News guy wept and 
told us / Earth was really dying.” In 
actuality, we may have only six years 
longer than that. In October 2018, 
the UN Intergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change (IPCC) released a dire 
report stating humanity have until 
2030 to avoid an irreversible climate 
catastrophe: enough carbon dioxide 
in the atmosphere to raise the global 
temperature two degrees Celcius over 
pre-industrial levels. A 1.5-degree 
increase would be devastating yet 
fundamentally manageable, while two 
degrees means tens of millions of ref- 
ugees, and oceans without coral in the 
tropics or summer ice in the Arctic. For 
good or for ill, Americans do not think 
in Celsius terms, so that 0.5-degree 
margin feels like an abstraction. But it 
is increasingly likely that somewhere in 
that range lies the tripwire that leads 
to cascading system failure and the end 
of avocados, coffee, chocolate, and a 
habitable Central America. There is a 
solution: the Green New Deal, which 
proposes to put millions of people to 
work building a sustainable world. Its 
scale is nearly as daunting as protect- 
ing Earth from an Independence Day- 
style alien invasion, but in addition to 
saving the atmosphere from burning 
down, it rather elegantly squares a cir- 
cle that has bedeviled liberals for half a 
century: how to get environmentalists 
and organized labor to pursue a com- 
mon interest. 


It isn’t easy to visualize the num- 
ber one billion, which is otherwise “one 
thousand, cubed.” Angsty 28-year-olds 
muttering about their Saturn Return as 
cosmological proof of the weight of their 
experience have yet to be alive for a bil- 
lion seconds. In an episode of Ozark, Ja- 
son Bateman, Laura Linney, and their 
children furiously sew packets of money 
into the wall of their dumpy Missouri re- 
sort in preparation for laundering it on 
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behalf of a Mexican drug cartel. It’s only 
$50 million in total, yet it takes them all 
night. A full billion in hard U.S. currency 
would be quite a pile. Imagine a stack 
consisting of bound $100 bills, one hun- 
dred high. That’s $10,000. A hundred of 
those stacks is only $1 million. For the 
full billion, you'd need 10 standard-size 
shipping pallets — and the money would 
be three feet high, giving the setup the 
appearance of a small server farm. Jeff 
Bezos owns more than a thousand of 
those, an enormous sum that could still 
fit neatly inside the vastness Amazon 
fulfillment center. The proliferation of 
serial numbers and pursed-lipped Ben 
Franklins becomes meaningless, like re- 
peating a word over and over until it de- 
composes into its constituent syllables. 
According to Forbes, there are 
609 American billionaires, out of a 
worldwide total of 2,153 — a figure 
that apparently excludes the British 
royal family ($88 billion in all) and the 
even larger Saudi royal family (whose 
15,000 members may collectively pos- 
sess as much as $1.4 trillion). Globally, 
that’s 55 fewer individual billionaires 
than in 2017. Almost 1,000 of them 
are “poorer” now than they were then, 
although the underlying numbers con- 
tain two separate trendlines. Europe, 
the Middle East, and the Asia-Pacific 
region all have fewer billionaires than 
they did, while the United States and 
Brazil have more. Fourteen of the 20 
richest human beings on Earth are 
Americans, led by Bezos and his $140 
billion, the fluctuations of which are 
occasionally covered like a horse race. 
He’s loaded all right, but he’s got noth- 
ing on Mansa Musa, the 14th century 
Mali emperor whose estimated $400 
billion fortune is the subject of a new 
exhibit at Northwestern University. 
Meanwhile, a decade into a re- 
cord-setting economic expansion, 
40 percent of Americans don’t have 
enough of a financial cushion to pro- 
tect them from a surprise $400 med-

ical expense. In late 2017, Congress 
passed a plutocratic tax bill that was 
sold as an espresso-like shot of adren- 
aline to the economy and which is now 
revealing its deceit in the form of re- 
duced IRS refunds for the middle class. 
The imperial adventures of the post- 
9/11 era have squandered trillions. 

Yet when confronted with a legislative 
package meant to combat inequality 
and climate change in one go, all in the 
spirit of Franklin Roosevelt, we are 
confronted with a chorus of protests: 
We can’t afford it. 

Schultz contends that Warren’s 
proposal for a two-percent tax on 
Americans who possess more than $50 
million in assets is “ridiculous.” How 
long can this state of affairs be tena- 
ble? Sociologists have long regarded 
the United States’ lack of revolutionary 
sentiment with some puzzlement, but 
is this alleged apathy of the populace 
really the issue? Or have billionaires 
succeeded in immunizing themselves 
against it? 


In the post-Bush era, a constella- 
tion of libertarian or right-leaning bil- 
lionaires — including casino mogul 
Sheldon Adelson, the old-timey industri- 
alist Koch Brothers, computer scientist 
and hedge-funder Robert Mercer and his 
daughter Rebekah, and the late Pete Pe- 
terson — all became prominent political 
figures, weighing in on issues like the 
budget deficit (when it suits them) or al- 
most single-handedly propping up van- 
ity candidacies like former Speaker Newt 
Gingrich’s 2012 bid for the GOP nomina- 
tion. 

But politically active billionaires are 
not a phenomenon exclusive to doctri- 
naire conservatives, of course. Some 
phenomenally wealthy Americans who 
have pledged their time and resources 
to good are outspoken Democrats, 
from Bill Gates (poverty eradication) 
and Tom Steyer (climate change) to 
the Hungarian-American George So- 


ros, long a conservative boogeyman 
and target of anti-Semitic conspiracy 
theories for the pro-democracy work 
his Open Society Foundations under- 
take. Having flirted with presidential 
runs in 2008, 2012, and again this 
year, former New York mayor Michael 
Bloomberg has intimated that he 
might spend $500 million — about 
one percent of his estimated net worth 
— to defeat Trump. Fellow billion- 
aire (and nominal Democrat) Warren 
Buffett, a major donor to the Gates 
Foundation, even went so far as to 
endorse Bloomberg’s nonexistent 2020 
candidacy. 

With Schultz in the running, the 
2020 race could become a convergence 
point for a sort of clash of the titans, 
big shots with three commas in their 
net worth (or “Tres Comas,” as the 
tequila brand on Silicon Valley phrased 
it). And while it’s easy to think of 
billionaires running the world, they 
haven't always run the government. 
Strictly speaking, no billionaires serve 
in Congress — although J.B. Pritzker, 
of the family that founded Hyatt Ho- 
tels, is the governor of Ilinois. (Inter- 
estingly, Pritzker is a Democrat, and 
his cousin Jennifer Natalya Pritzker is 
quite possibly the only transgender Re- 
publican billionaire in the world.) 

Meanwhile, younger tech bil- 
lionaires like Jack Dorsey and Mark 
Zuckerberg have been erratic in their 
political involvement, not always 
yielding positive results. (Does anyone 
dimly recall when Zuckerberg seemed 
to be eyeing a presidential run?) 
Bloomberg’s Third Way politics are 
hard to map on a simplified left-right 
axis, and while he supported racist 
NYPD policies like stop-and-frisk, 
his finest moment was undoubtedly 
his spirited defense of the so-called 
Ground Zero mosque. 

Indeed, billionaire politics is a lab- 
yrinth of contradictions. Retail-slayer 
Amazon bought liberal touchstone 








Whole Foods, while its founder Bezos 
owns the Trump-needling Washing- 
ton Post — and his recent imbroglio 
regarding erotic texts and thwarted 
blackmail at the hands of the National 
Enquirer have certainly brought him 
down to earth a bit. David and Charles 
Koch have fought mass transit in Ten- 
nessee but supported fine arts in New 
York, while Adelson’s medical philan- 
thropy stands in sharp relief from his 
other activities, including the purchase 
and subsequent editorial transforma- 
tion of the Las Vegas Review-Journal. 
(Adelson is reported to be in ailing 
health, as is David Koch, who effective- 
ly retired in 2018.) 

Many billionaires — David Geffen, 
say, or Ronald Lauder — are comfort- 
able in the limelight. Elon Musk, for 
one, seems to require attention like 
oxygen. Others, like Laurene Powell 
Jobs or eBay founder Pierre Omidyar, 
are public figures of a sort but hardly 
tabloid fodder. Still others, though, 
seem unconcerned with coming across 
as Mr. Burns-like. Vinod Khosla 
waged a years-long and ultimately 
futile battle to keep surfers off his 
beach, even though California law 
specifically states that everything up 
to the mean high-tide line is public 
land. Then there is the numinous 
Oprah Winfrey, who curtailed the 
boomlet of 2020 presidential specula- 
tion but whose stirring endorsement 
of Stacey Abrams in the 2018 Georgia 
governor's race showed she has an 
emotional intelligence almost without 
equal. 

Squabbles among billionaires, like 
dogfights among aircraft in the strato- 
sphere, are hardly unheard of. Sales- 
force CEO Marc Benioff sparred with 
Jack Dorsey over 2018’s Proposition 
C, while Interactive Brokers founder 
and CEO Thomas Peterffy called his 
fellow Hungarian-American billion- 
aire Soros an “anarchist” on Election 
Day. Most billionaires, though, are 
quite secretive. What seems to unite 
them most is that they seem broadly 
and consistently pro-billionaire — in 
ways that many Americans do not 
support. As The Guardian put it, many 
billionaires “favor unpopular, ultra- 
conservative economic policies, and 
work actively to advance them. That 
is, most politically active billionaires 
stay almost entirely silent about those 
issues in public. This is a deliberate 
choice. Billionaires have plenty of me- 
dia access, but most of them choose 
not to say anything at all about the 
policy issues of the day. They deliber- 
ately pursue a strategy of what we call 
‘stealth politics.’ ” 

This manifests most saliently in 
opposition to the estate tax or to 
treating capital gains as income, cou- 
pled with a hostility toward the ex- 
pansion of Social Security or Medicare 
— to say nothing of the Green New 


Deal. Other times, their policy pref- 
erences have more visible effects. In 
spite of widespread grievances about 
uninhabited skinny towers’ effects on 
the skyline and on the fabric of city 
life, Bloomberg has said it would be 
a “godsend” if all Russian oligarchs 
made their home in Manhattan. 
However, as Franklin Foer noted in an 
Atlantic cover story from March, that 
may be more of an entree for klepto- 
cratic money-laundering than neigh- 
borhood revitalization: “As the Trea- 
sury Department put it in 2017, near- 
ly one in three high-end real-estate 
purchases that it monitors involves an 
individual whom the government has 
been tracking as ‘suspicious.’ ” 
Nonetheless, the bulk of the polit- 
ical class seems implicitly or explicitly 
wedded to the preservation of billion- 
aires, including Speaker Nancy Pelosi, 
who derided the Green New Deal as 
the “Green Dream or whatever,” and 
Sen. Dianne Feinstein, whose con- 
frontation with young activists over 
climate issues showed her to be more 
interested in the deference accorded 
to a senior senator than with the 
threat posed by an atmosphere con- 
taining 450 parts per million of CO2. 
As committed socialist Bernie 
Sanders, avowed capitalist War- 
ren, and democratic socialist Oca- 
sio-Cortez have emphasized in their 
own ways, the perpetuation of the 
billionaire class is a destructive 
force in American society. And at 
the core of this is Fox News. Above 
the ultra-rich who have bought or 
started their own media properties 
— the Washington Post’s Jeff Bezos, 
The Intercept’s Pierre Omidyar, the 
Los Angeles Times’ Patrick Soon- 
Shiong — there stands one tower- 
ing figure, the 87-year-old, Austra- 
lian-born media magnate Rupert 
Murdoch, whose family’s aggregate 
worth is approximately $18 billion. 
As Oxfam has noted, the world’s 
26 richest people possessed as much 
wealth in 2018 as the poorer half of 
humanity, or 3.8 billion people. But 
rather than examine that imbalance, 
Fox leads the charge in comical accu- 
sations that decarbonizing the econ- 
omy would send the U.S. on a slip- 
pery slope to becoming Venezuela, 
complete with the consumption of 
zoo animals. That the network skews 
right is no big secret, but investi- 
gative journalist Jane Mayer’s New 
Yorker piece details the depth (and 
occasional bizarreness) of the fusion 
of the network and the Trump White 
House. If Fox helps Trump win a sec- 
ond term, and he serves until Jan- 
uary 2025, we will truly be in David 
Bowie territory, with five years left. 
Perhaps the core irony is that the 
tenets of the Green New Deal — 
chiefly a carbon-neutral economy by 
2030 — would cost much less than 


inaction and do more to guarantee 
America’s standard of living farther 
into the future. 


Apart from News Corp’s empire 
of discourse pollution, structural ineg- 
uity seems baked in. Many progressives 
rightly bristled over Citizens United, the 
2010 Supreme Court case that permitted 
near-limitless corporate and union 
money to infiltrate American politics 
and opened the door to Mitt Romney’s 
famous phrasing, “Corporations are peo- 
ple, my friend.” Still, the doctrine of cor- 
porate personhood has crept further 
into the culture than is sometimes ac- 
knowledged. Gillette (technically a sub- 
sidiary of Procter & Gamble) and even 
sweatshop-loving Nike can endear them- 
selves to liberals with the right advertis- 
ing. Howard Schultz’s protestations to 
the contrary, we are awash in subtle mes- 
saging in favor of the system that nur- 
tures billionaires. Even NPR fills pockets 
of air with updates on the gyrations of 
the NASDAQ, inculcating a sense of re- 
al-time participation in market capital- 
ism among its otherwise left-leaning 
listenership. 

We know, beyond a shadow of 
a doubt, that our planet is dying. 

It’s easy to string together anec- 
dotal oddities like airliners surfing 
a bizarrely fast-moving jet stream 
to land at JFK an hour early with 
structural shifts like the precipitous 
collapse of insect populations into 
a Grand Unified Theory of “Oh shit, 
we're all fucked.” But 40 years after 
Exxon’s internal scientists sounded 
the alarm about climate change, 
these phenomena are still popularly 
misrepresented as benign-sounding 
“global warming.” Even sober out- 
lets like the BBC can’t seem to help 
themselves from covering freakish 
70-degree days in England with 
excitement: “UK Basks in Warm- 
est February Day on Record.” Why 
might that be? The better term for 
what’s happening might be “climate 
annihilation.” 

Fortunately, you can sense the 
winds shifting. It was barely a year- 
and-a-half ago that neo-Nazis and 
assorted “provocateurs” (read: ni- 
hilistic fascists) were on the march. 
But the alt-right’s antics have gotten 
them widely deplatformed, and their 
incompetence has led to the move- 
ment’s slow implosion. We must re- 
main forever vigilant about fascists, 
of course, but the real dynamism is 
on the left now. Let National Review, 
once the house organ for rigorous 
conservative intellectual thought, 
praise our “entertaining” president 
for manhandling an American flag at 
CPAC. It is the left that has taken up 
the emergency of our times.

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You know Mildred Howard's art even if you don't know It's by her, and the septuagenarian artist has had alate-career burst of output, her work 
having grown more urgent in the wake of her own displacement.

In early January, Bay Area 
artist Mildred Howard spoke at Har- 
vard University about her career and 
her artwork on display at the school’s 
Ethelbert Cooper Gallery of African 
and African American Art. A few weeks 
later, Howard was in Norman, Okla., 
for her retrospective at the University 
of Oklahoma’s Fred Jones Jr. Museum 
of Art. And on March 31, Howard will 
talk at the Oakland Museum of Califor- 
nia about her major multimedia piece 
called TAP: Investigation of Memory, 
which the museum recently installed 
in its own gallery there. 

A septuagenarian, Howard is in 
more demand than ever, celebrated 
for work that — thoughtfully, provoc- 
atively, and sometimes playfully 
— delves into issues of race, gender, 
identity, history, and other subjects 
that the organizer of her Oklahoma 
exhibit has called “topical.” And what’s 
more topical than gentrification? And 
the dramatic exodus of the Bay Area’s 
Black community? That’s what TAP: 
Investigation of Memory hints at with 
its old, worn shoe-shine stand, which 
was once perched inside the California 
Hotel. 

In the 1940s, the West Oakland 
establishment was one of the few fancy 
hotels that welcomed African-Ameri- 
can jazz and blues musicians and their 
fans. And in the 1950s, the California 
Hotel welcomed African-American 
guests at a time when other grand ho- 
tels had a de facto “no Blacks” policy. 
In its day, the shoe shine stand in TAP: 
Investigation of Memory was a symbol 
that Black Americans had arrived at a 
place of respect and reverence. 

Music and movement are central 
to TAP, which incorporates scores of 
metal taps. As a younger woman, How- 
ard was a dancer, and TAP assembles 
the past to ask if it still matters and 
still resonates. Howard made TAP in 
1989, and its new exhibition comes 
at a time when the percentage of Af- 
rican-American residents in Oakland 
and other Bay Area cities is shrinking 
in the wake of ever-rising real estate 
prices. In 2017, a drastic rent increase 
forced Howard from her studio and 
residence in Berkeley, a city in which 
she was raised. Howard lives now in 
West Oakland — not far from the Cal- 
ifornia Hotel, which was refurbished 
into affordable housing five years 
ago. Despite a career that includes an 
Honorary Doctorate of Fine Arts from 


the San Francisco Art Institute 
and a Lee Krasner Award for 
lifetime achievement, Howard 
tells SF Weekly that, two years 
after leaving Berkeley, she’s still 
using temporary spaces, with- 
out a working art studio to call 
her own. This, at a time when 
she’s witnessed the dramatic 
drop-off in Black residents in 
the East Bay. 

“It’s gone — it’s gone,” 
Howard says of the idea of 
Black Oakland, speaking in an 
interview at West Oakland 
BART station, the epicenter for 
the East Bay’s real-estate price 
hikes. “If you look at the demo- 
graphics, it’s gone throughout 
the Bay Area. It’s the same 
thing that’s been happening 
forever [in Black areas]. In Oak- 
land. The Fillmore. The Bayview 
and Hunters Point area. Parts 
of Los Angeles. Harlem. St. 
Louis. We could talk about any- 
where in this country. It’s been 
coming for the last 15 years.” 

Howard isn’t alone in her 
concern. A group of Black San 
Francisco artists, curators, and 
writers formed what they call 
the 3.9 Art Collective — its number 
a reference to a prediction that, in 
the near future, African-American 
residents of San Francisco may only 
comprise 3.9 percent of the city’s total 
population. A prominent member 
of the collective, Kristine Mays, is 
exhibiting her work at San Francis- 
co’s African American Arts & Culture 
Complex. “Brutally Soft: Sculptures by 
Kristine Mays” showcases Mays’ ability 
to transform metal wire into contours 
of dresses and women’s figures that 
make an artistic statement. One art- 
work, Uprooted, imagines those who’ve 
experienced gentrification and been 
evicted from their homes. Uprooted 
also imagines the lives of female slaves 
who, centuries ago, were brought to 
the American south from Africa and 
lost their entire identities, including 
their names. Mays made the connec- 
tion between slavery and gentrification 
after visiting Baltimore recently. 

“I was there for five days, and I was 
talking to people who'd lived their 
whole lives in Baltimore, and conver- 
sations about people being brought 
in as slaves kept coming up again and 
again,” Mays, who was raised in Visita- 
cion Valley and still lives there, tells SF 
Weekly. “At one point, we were down 
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at the pier and someone pointed and 
said, ‘Right over there is where the 
slave ships came into the port. And 
there was a section with these weird, 
old podium stands that made us won- 
der if those were the actual auction 
blocks. It shook me, because it’s not 
something I think about on a daily ba- 
sis in San Francisco.” 

In the past five years, Mays has 
made a national name for herself, ev- 
ident by filmmaker George Lucas and 
his wife’s 2015 purchase of her art, and 
by singer Lauryn Hill’s use of Mays’ 
work for her recent 20th anniversary 
The Miseducation of Lauryn Hill tour. 
Images of Mays’ metal-wire art were 
on video that appeared on screens 
as Hill sang to thousands of fans a 
night. Hill chose Mays’ work after 
seeing it ina 2018 coffee-table book 
that spotlighted the art collections of 
Peggy Cooper Cafritz, who had one of 
the world’s foremost troves of art by 
African-American artists — including 
Mays art. 

“Lauryn Hill had the book and 
went through and selected artists,” 
says Mays, who adds that her art has 
become more socially conscious in the 
past few years. “It’s all been wild to 
have these various things happen.”

Howard, who works in multiple me- 
diums, including sculpture, mixed me- 
dia, and collage, has a long history of 
art that’s celebrated in public. People 
know Howard’s public art even if they 
don’t know Howard created it. Two 
examples: Three Shades of Blue, How- 
ard’s blue-glass work that features the 
writing of Quincy Troupe and went up 
at Fillmore and Geary in San Francisco 
in 2003; and Salty Peanuts, her homage 
to jazz and Dizzy Gillespie’s infectious 
song “Salt Peanuts,” which features 
130 saxophones and was installed a 
few years earlier at San Francisco In- 
ternational Airport. 

Both Three Shades of Blue and Salty 
Peanuts were placed in high-traffic cor- 
ridors connected by public transpor- 
tation. Fifty-one years ago, Howard’s 
mother, the activist Mable Howard, led 
the fight against BART’s plan to build 
tracks above ground in Berkeley. But 
Mable Howard cautioned her daugh- 
ter about gentrification, saying that 
wealthy people who wanted shorter 
commutes would eventually covet their 
South Berkeley neighborhood and its 
unassuming homes. 

“My mother said, ‘You just watch. 
These white folks are going to come 
back here and buy this property and

you won't be able to live here.’ 
Mildred Howard says, “And West 
Oakland is gone. It’s gone. There 
were so many Black clubs and busi- 
nesses frequented by all kinds of 
people.” 

“Tm trying to make a living in 
this new Bay Area,” Howard adds 
in her SF Weekly interview, done on 
a rainy night as commuters hurried 
to and from the West Oakland 
BART station. “I just put one foot 
in front of the other. You can’t stop 
because of that. It might be a slight 
intermission, but you just keep on 
working.” 

So Howard is making more 
art than ever — with 80 pieces 
done between October 2017 and 
April 2018, she says, and more 
exhibiting planned this year. In 
two months, Howard’s work will 
appear in BAMPFA’s exhibit, 
“About Things Loved: Blackness 
and Belonging.” Howard’s contin- 
ued art-making and her past art 
is “home” for people around the 
United States who see in Howard’s 
work a kind of artistic permanence 
that will always be collected and 
exhibited. Pieces like TAP: Inves- 
tigation of Memory are so much 
more than the sum of their parts. But 
one thing they’re not is “activist art.” 
Howard doesn’t use her art to pros- 
elytize. She can’t do it, she says. She 
won't do it. 

“Tm not a social worker,’ Howard 
says. Artists have to become social 
workers now. I don’t go out to make 
something to say, ‘I’m going to do this 
and do that.’ [Changing the world] is 
up to people who look at it. ’'m hoping 
they will feel something as a result of 
looking at the work. You know what 
Oliver Lee Jackson said? He said, 

‘That painting doesn’t care. It is an 
inanimate object.’ Those taps are taps. 
They're inanimate. But it’s what the 
viewer and the spectator brings to the 
work.”

Led by the San Francisco Arts Commission, a clutch of exhibits and conferences examines the work of 
contemporary Iranian-American artists.

In her video series, Sensation, Minoosh 
Zomorodinia sets up a camera in various wind- 
swept terrains and walks in front of it. Then she 
wraps her entire body, including her face, ina 
shiny emergency blanket and waits for the wind 
to push her. Zomorodinia pushes back. Simply by 
standing there and resisting — even as the wind 
rips off some of the blanket’s material — Zo- 
morodinia becomes a kind of covered-up, sculp- 
tural combatant. The work is funny in the same 
way that Buster Keaton’s and Charlie Chaplin’s 
physical comedy is funny. But some art-goers may 
view Sensation as a subtle political work, espe- 
cially since it’s included in a new San Francisco ex- 
hibit, “Part and Parcel” at the San Francisco Arts 
Commission main gallery, that examines the 40th 
anniversary of Iran’s religious revolution. 

Zomorodinia, who was born and raised in 
Iran and now lives in Albany, filmed the work 
for Sensation in several Bay Area locations 
and also at Taleghan Mountain, a snowy peak 
north of Tehran. She filmed the scenes before 
she knew her work would appear in “Part and 
Parcel,” and her work at the San Francisco Art 
Commission gallery is — for the first time — in 
two channels. 

“T don’t make art for political reasons, and 
I never consider myself a political artist ... and 
I never made this piece with an attempt to be 
political,” Zomorodinia tells SF Weekly. “Part 


of my work is actually funny. I make this art 
intentional because I’m using this idea of using 
a tiny bit of movement and action. But it’s hu- 
morous.” 

The exhibit’s three other featured artists — 
Tannaz Farsi, Gelare Khoshgozaran, and Sahar 
Khoury — are also West Coast Iranian-Amer- 
ican figures. Farsi, who lives and works in 
Eugene, Ore., will be at the gallery on Saturday, 
March 9, 1-3 p.m, to read from The Names, her 
art project that unites the names of important 
Iranian women. 

Curated by celebrated San Francisco artist 
Taraneh Hemami, the last day of “Part and Par- 
cel” (March 30) segues into “Once at Present: 
Contemporary Art of Bay Area Iranian Diaspo- 
ra, a major exhibit at Minnesota Street Project 
that Hemami and Kevin B. Chen co-curated. 
Hemami, Farsi, Khoshgozaran and other prom- 
inent figures are also participating in a March 
30 panel (1-2:30 p.m.) at San Francisco State, 
“Contemporary Practices: Visual Artists of the 
Iranian Diaspora,’ that’s part of a wider two- 
day academic conference at the university. 

As part of “Part and Parcel” last month, 
Zomorodinia led a group of people — some 
of them wearing the same type of emergency 
blanket she wears in her Sensation series — 
along streets near San Francisco City Hall in 
an event that emphasized body movement and 
ideas around belonging. When she has filmed 
Sensation, Zomorodinia is usually by herself.

She prefers it that way so she can be more her- 
self, without the influence of onlookers. The 
compilations in “Part and Parcel” are minutes 
long, but Zomorodinia will make hours of foot- 
age to get the right moments for her exhibited 
work. Staying as still as possible is part of what 
Zomorodinia says is performance art. 

“Timprovise, but mostly what I try to cap- 
ture is a performance that doesn’t need any 
edits,” says Zomorodinia, who earned her MFA 
from the San Francisco Art Institute, where 
she decided that performance art would bea 
specialty. “It’s so hard to be a live performer 
because I always have this feeling that I’m not 
immersed in a community. In that school, I 
don’t think they had seen Muslim people in 
art, so I said, ‘I'm going to use my body. [hada 
lot of struggles to show myself. But I thought 
it was important for me to react to what I feel 
around myself as an artist. I wanted to be an 
environmental artist, but I didn’t want to cre- 
ate a lot of objects.” 

So Zomorodinia turned herself into one for 
the work that is Sensation.

Captain Marvel 
Rated PG-13. 
Opens Friday at the Alamo Drafthouse New 
Mission, the AMC Metreon 16, the Century San 
Francisco Centre 9, the AMC Dine-In Kabuki, 
the Marina, and the Balboa Twin. 
Arriving amid a wave of MRA-generated con- 
troversy almost too stupid to exist in the observ- 
able universe, Anna Boden and Ryan Fleck’s Cap- 
tain Marvel is fun and unapologetically feminist. 
When a mission goes wrong, Krill soldier Vers 
(Scott Pilgrim vs. the World’s Brie Larson) falls to 
1995 Earth, where with the help of S.H.I.E.L.D. 
agent Nick Fury (a digitally young-ified Samuel L. 
Jackson) and USAF pilot Maria Rambeau (Lasha- 
na Lynch) she discovers everything she thought 
she knew about her identity was wrong. Not only 
is it the first MCU film with a female lead — 
apologies to the underwritten Wasp — Captain 
Marvel's title Avenger is their first major female 
hero whose backstory doesn’t involve being kid- 
napped as a child and turned into a killer. Cap- 
tain Marvel’s character arc is about regaining her 
stolen agency, but at least she’s allowed to have 
the childhood denied to, say, Black Widow or 
Gamora. Though there’s plenty of punching and 
brrap-brrap-pew-pew, the true emotional core 
is her friendship with Rambeau, and if Captain 
Marvel inspires just one girl to become a USAF 
pilot, it’ll all have been worth it. Most important- 
ly, a cat proves to be the most pivotal character in 
not only this story but the entire franchise! For 
that reason alone, Captain Marvel may be the best

Mapplethorpe 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza Cinema. 
Mapplethorpe is the first narrative feature film 
by Dig! director Ondi Timoner, and it often splits 
the difference between a documentary and a 
standard biopic. The picture follows controversial 
photographer Robert Mapplethorpe (Matt Smith) 
from his days as a scruffy 23-year-old Pratt Insti- 
tute drop-out in 1969 who can’t afford to get into 
the Whitney Museum of Modern Art, to his death 
from AIDS at 43 not long after an exhibition of 
his work at that very same museum. The full- 
adult-life arc is increasingly unfashionable in bi- 
opics, with reason: Many elements in Mapplethor- 
pe feel glossed over, particularly Robert’s lifelong 
friendship with Patti Smith (Marianne Rendon). 
She disappears from Robert’s life in 1971 in Map- 
plethorpe, because it isn’t about Robert’s relation- 
ship with a straight woman — not even one as 
awesome as Patti, whose great memoir Just Kids 
is about their lifelong friendship. Mapplethorpe is 
about how Robert found and expressed himself 
as a gay man through his photography, and the 
film’s raison d’etre proves to be cutting to the 
real life-results of the many fictionalized photo 
sessions. To its credit, Mapplethorpe doesn’t shy 
away from his now-problematic attitudes — par- 
ticularly regarding Black men — but also doesn’t 
linger on that or anything else for too long. And 
if the life and work of Robert Mapplethorpe does 
anything, it lingers. SC

Not Throwing Away My Shota

The most fabulous object in the 
world, per Terry Gilliam’s Time Bandits, is a 
lump of Evil emitting yellow smoke insidea 
toaster oven. But at The Shota, on the 
ground floor of a 1912 office building that 
was once the headquarters for Standard 
Oil, itis a blue, polished agate coaster upon 
which a series of sake cups rests. That 
coaster beats out other accouterments, 
from the pair of chopsticks you pick out of a 
case to the young and old ginger to the bell 
jar full of applewood smoke that announces 
the arrival of the ocean trout sashimi, with 
its orderly trio of mustard, wasabi, and 
chrysanthemum. 

San Francisco has slowly filled with 
omakase restaurants, but chef-owner 
Ingi “Shota” Son's FiDi counter — 
housed, helpfully enough, in the former 
City Counter space at 115 Sansome St. — 
has little energy to spare on theatrics or 
excess. There is ostentation, although it’s 
aesthetically unified with the fish itself, 
flown from Toyosu Market in Tokyo, the 
replacement for the famed Tsukiji that 
closed last October after more than eight 
decades. 

The Shota’s generous team-style ser- 
vice and superb pacing should impress 
any nitpickers, and this is the rare upscale 
restaurant that might actually be better 
experienced as a solo diner. These are 
not chefs who entertain with flashy knife 
skills. Maybe they'll elaborate upon the 
differences between the white and red su- 
shi rice, but it doesn’t get much showier. 
If you bring a date and they absorb your 
attention, you're going to miss a lot. 

The omakase tasting menu is $150, 
with an optional $80 sake pairing (on 
Fridays and Saturdays, a tea expert offers 
a tea pairing as well). There’s arguably 
an over-reliance on the spark of yuzu, 
but the only real letdowns may be the 
first two bites. One of them is a sea-ur- 
chin paté that misaligns the creaminess 
of Hokkaido uni and foie gras with a 
spongy, cardboard-y sandwich that tastes 
as stale as a cheap ice-cream cone — and 
especially out of sorts with the golden 
sphere it’s served in and which you par- 
tially unwrap yourself. The other is a fla- 
vorless piece of snow crab in an otherwise 
warming enoki-mushroom egg custard. 

The uni returns near the end, though, 
in a purer nigiri form. 

In between, you'll have your tea atten- 
tively refilled as diligent (but never intru- 
sive) servers shuttle about in something 
of a wave formation, in concert with the 
three chefs. That snapper sushi (ji-kin- 
medai) almost gets lost between the 
delicately salted sea scallop nigiri (hotate)

with a touch of sour orange and the cold- 
smoked trout (sakura masu). Three pieces 
of tuna feel like a masterclass in that fish, 
and if you've always been partial to fatty 
otoro, this might be the moment when 
you truly grasp the appeal of an almost 
beefy akami. This much must be said: 
Bluefin is not a sustainable fish, but con- 
servation efforts have helped its recovery, 
and it’s begun reappearing in California 
waters, too. Do as you feel you ought. 

Other delights abound, particularly 
among sakes like a Yaguriyama “Mas- 
ter’s Touch” taht’s served in a wine glass 
seems to mature as you sip it. Taking a 
quick breather, a chef might demonstrate 
the various cuts with the help of a 3D 
model of a tuna. Then it’s time black cod, 
with a nutty cauliflower puree and toast- 
ed quinoa puffs that feel more integral 
than they sound. 

Spanish mackerel (sawara) would 
usually be among the more objectionable 
fish on grounds of taste, but this piece 
of nigiri isn’t salty at all. Anago, or sea 
eel, is sweet and lovely even if it lacks the 
fattiness of most unagi. It’s a testament 
to The Shota’s sense of balance and pro- 
portion that a mug of akadashi broth 


with gently numbing sansho pepper 
feels appropriate after so many savory 
courses, and even something that can 
be as downright boring as matcha ice 
cream feels sexy and new again witha 
cup of unfiltered, yogurt-like Yamaguchi 
Shuzojo sake. 

Although I was sympathetic to what 
City Counter wanted its patrons to get 
out of it, it’s undeniable that the spare, 
white-tiled room works better for a 
front-facing sushi chef than as an update 
of a mid-century diner. (Minimalism 
might be the language of gentrification, 
but minimalism is also the grammar of 
omakase.) 

The biggest problem that The Shota 
faces is one not of its own making. The 
Treasury, a bar on the opposite corner of 
the building’s ground floor, is lively and 
the atrium’s tile floor makes the ambient 
sound intrude. The retail-techno that The 
Shota plays to compensate is at exactly 
the right level, but it might drown out the 
more soft-spoken workers. A later seating 
should obviate this. What will also help is 
some Tokubetsu Kimoto, a sake produced 
by collecting the drips from a large basin 
and only put into 1,000 bottles per year. 


Served hot, it will continue to warm you 
even as it cools. 


This past week, a few people 
have asked me about something, so I feel 
the need to address it head-on. For the 
record: I have not, nor will I in the future, 
ever patronize, praise, or review a restau- 
rant whose chef, management, or owner- 
ship faces remotely credible accusations 
of sexual misconduct or harassment. Nor 
would I eat at, talk up, or write about 
restaurants with credible accusations of 
stealing wages or tips from their staff. 
Crowing about doing the right thing does 
not come naturally to me, plus I would 
much rather write about something than 
write about how I write about something. 
But I agree that it’s more responsible to 
make explicit a point that I’ve always 
treated as a given. There are more than 
enough other wonderful places to eat 
without having to indulge awful people.

Go Eat This Now: 


The Figgy Piggy 
at Oz Pizza

San Francisco isn’t exactly fa- 
mous for its quick slices of pizza. Sure, 
we ve got local favorites like Arinell on 
Valencia Street, plus higher-end, sit- 
down places like Delfina and Del Popolo, 
but when it comes to a slice, options can 
feel limited. One place at the corner of 
Castro and 18th streets comes to mind 
that serves some of the most underrated 
za in the city, however. 

The pizza at Oz is one of the closest 
renditions of a true New York or East 
Coast-style I’ve had in San Francisco. 
The crust is doughy and moist on the 
inside, while the bottom of the pie 
retains a crispy finish. The cheese has 
a delicate balance between what is still 
gooey and what has congealed, making 
it delicious at virtually any temperature. 

Oz stylizes its pizzas and uses 
funky flavors, like Cajun alligator or 


potato pesto — although their drunk 
late-night favorites like Hawaiian or 
BBQ chicken are equally as satisfying. 
The slice that reigns supreme and calls 
my name from afar is the delicious Fig- 
gy Piggy, topped with garlic, arugula, 
smoked bacon, goat cheese, sliced figs, 
olive oil, and balsamic vinegar. Every 
bite is like a dreamy kiss from a Greek 
god. The figs make it sexy and sweet, 
with the bacon and goat cheese giving 
it a smoky tartness. The arugula is 
fresh and spicy, and the crust cradles it 
all beautifully. One slice goes for $4.50, 
and could easily be shared. Order a 
beer and catch a little of the game, 
because this is the perfect snack break 
after shopping the Castro. 

Clearly, I love the Figgy Piggy, but 
maybe those toppings aren’t for you. If 
so, Oz has a ton of alternatives. Above 
all, what’s really nice about this place 
is, in true East Coast fashion, being 
able to order just one slice. Some- 
times, you don’t need a whole pie, and 
sometimes you want a little more than 
cheese or pepperoni, and in this city 
that can be hard to find. But like so 
many other things, odds are you'll find 
it in the Castro.

To wit, Flavors of Oaxaca — avail- 
able through the end of March — has 
a $12 plate of empanadas made with 
huitlacoche (or corn smut), Oaxacan 
cheese, pasilla peppers, the pungent 
herb epazote, and tomatillo salsa, plus 
a variation on a “Mexican pizza” called 
a tlayuda. Here, the “tlayudita” ($13) 
consists of black beans, chicken, rice, 
crema, and Oaxacan cheese.

Apocalypstick Traces

There was a moment on Coach- 
ella’s Sonora Stage last year — well, two 
moments, to be precise — when it really 
seemed to register with Clementine 
Creevy of L.A. indie rockers Cherry 
Glazerr that she was onto something 
special. Her band pulled a healthy num- 
ber of swanky young scenesters into that 
tent, all delighted to holler and whoop 
for an artist surely destined for serious 
alt respectability. And the twinkle in her 
eyes accompanying a half-smile sug- 
gested that she knew it. 

A few months later, Cherry Glazerr 
opened for Generation Sex at the Roxy 
on the Sunset Strip. A supergroup of 
sorts, including members of the Sex 
Pistols and Generation X — including 
frontman Billy Idol — the Gen Sex 
show was a solid event in Hollywood, 
and it spoke volumes that Cherry 
Glazerr were chosen to kick off the pro- 
ceedings. Faced, this time, with a crowd 
of old-school punks decorated with (in 
some cases literal) life scars, Creevy 
again was able to captivate all. Clearly, 
something is happening here. 

“Our crowds are amazing,” Creevy 
says, with a hint of gush. “They’re 
pretty mixed right now. We have a lot 
of different types of fans. I just feel like 
we have the best fans ever. Everyone is 
so awesome, and I love our fans. I feel 
really lucky to have great fans.” 

Cherry Glazerr released its third 
studio album, Stuffed and Ready, on 
Feb. 1. Anyone familiar with the band 
knows that Creevy changes the line- 
up with every new record, and that 
throws in some fascinating factors. 

The new album is slightly darker and 
certainly more wild and raucous than 
2017's Apocalipstick. Some critics have 
complained that “Wasted Nun” and its 
accompanying controversial video are 
too polished, but those people are miss- 
ing the point. Every Cherry Glazerr 
album displays a clear progression, an 
evolution. Creevy isn’t being told what 
to do by a room full of suits; she’s grow- 
ing. Thankfully, the general reaction to 
Stuffed and Ready has been positive. 

“Yeah, it’s been crazy,’ Creevy says. 
“It’s been so cool. It’s exciting that 
anybody cares about the record at all. 
You don’t make music for other people, 
you make it because it’s fun to do. So I 
feel like I'm duping a society of people, 
really.” 

The evolution of the band between 
albums is about way more than the 
change in personnel, of course. The 


three albums have seen Creevy go from 
her teens to early-20s — so naturally, 
she’s grown up a ton (as we all do in our 
formative years). The sophomore effort 
saw them signed to Secretly Canadian 
but, again, Creevy is no puppet. 

“T feel like I have developed a really 
good ear over the past few years, or 
at least a better ear than I’ve had in 
the past,” she says. “That helped mea 
lot with this record-making process, 
because I realized a little bit more what 
I wanted to do with how I wanted it to 
sound. So I felt really confident in this 
record-making process, and that made 
it all the more fun.” 

As with Apocalipstick, Carlos de la 
Garza produced Stuffed and Ready, 
though this time he worked alone (he 
co-produced the previous album with 
Joe Chiccarelli). Creevy says that the 
experience was a joy, because de la Gar- 
za is such a like-minded soul. 

“T loved it so much,” she says. “It was 
easier to have less cooks in the kitchen, 
and Carlos is so awesome and easy to 
work with. We have a lot of the same 
ideas about things. We both have sim- 


ilar melodic intuitions and harmonic 
sensibilities. So whenever I would write 
something and think it was really cool, 
he would be like, ‘Yes!’ He wouldn’t be 
like, ‘I don’t get it, or ‘Maybe, I don’t 
know. We sort of got excited about the 
same stuff. So that was really nice to 
have.” 

Apocalipstick was released in Janu- 
ary 2017, the same month President 
Trump was inaugurated. We hada 
good idea that shitty things were upon 
us at that point, but we couldn’t have 
guessed just how violently awful life 
was about to get. That has been the 
backdrop to the recording of Stuffed 
and Ready and, while Creevy says that 
politics haven't explicitly informed the 
subject matter, she concedes that cur- 
rent affairs have had an impact. 

“More so than anything, I think 
people and art makers are a product 
of their society and that society inher- 
ently reveals itself through art, and 
through people’s work and music,” 
she says. “So I think that the society 
informs the artist and that comes 
through inherently in anybody’s work.

I didn’t set out to make explicitly top- 
ical music, but it obviously resulted in 
being political considering the world 
around us. I’m of the school, also, of 
feeling that the world isn’t bad. I’m of 
the school of thinking that there is so 
much beauty in the world, and so many 
awesome experiences to be had.” 

As for this set this time, at The Inde- 
pendent on March 10, Creevy is keep- 
ing her cards close to her chest. 

“Well, we’ve included a lot of stuff,” 
she says. “The show has become very 
exciting for us. I can’t say anything 
because it’s a surprise. Just know that 
you re in for a fun time. We are just 
really excited to be touring right now 
and I’m already writing the next album 
so I’m excited about that. There will be 
another lineup change. I know what it'll 
be, and it’ll be good.” 

And that’s how you keep your fan- 
base intrigued.

Tokyo’s Kikagaku Moyo — Japanese for “geometric pat- 
terns” — specialize in producing free-spirited psychedelia 
with audible influences from 70s krautrock to atmospheric 
folk, and have already amassed a stellar discography since 
their start in 2012. Drummer Go Kurosawa and guitarist 
Tomo Katsurada formed the group as a loose artist collec- 
tive, busking on the streets of Tokyo before solidifying into 
their current five-member incarnation. The group released 
their self-titled debut album in summer 2013, quickly be- 
coming a local favorite within Tokyo’s experimental-music 
scene. The following year saw the release of Kikagaku’s 
breakthrough sophomore effort, Forest of Lost Children, an 


acid-folk opus complete with sitars and fuzzy guitars which 
caught the ear of psych-rockers around the globe, leading 
to their first international tour. The group would further 
experiment with their sound on 2016's House in the Tall 
Grass, which incorporates softer ambient influences with 
brief flourishes of stoner metal jams to great success. After 
the dissolution of the band’s communal house in Tokyo, 
the members found themselves apart from each other in 
different parts of the world, which serves as the inspiration 
for Kikagaku’s latest album Masana Temples, a sonically dy- 
namic yet pleasant listen and their most accessible experi- 
ence to date.

Once referred to by The Guardian in 2009 as “arguably the 
first truly postmodern pop band,” The Monochrome Set’s 
impact on post-punk and its derivations has been echoed by 
the likes of Morrissey and Graham Coxon of Blur, among the 
many who name the prolific band as an influence.

After a breakthrough 2018 with appearances at Coachella and cosigns from the 
likes of Above & Beyond and Riiftis Du Sol, San Francisco’s own Luttrell is on track 
for another compelling year with the release of his gorgeous debut album Into 
Clouds, which saw its release in February. The dynamic producer initially turned 
heads around the world as one half of the electro-focused duo The M Machine, and 
began releasing solo material in 2016, changing direction toward deeper sounds in- 
corporating elements of pulsating techno and dream pop, citing diverse influences 


from Nirvana to The Prodigy. After signing with Above & Beyond’s label Anjun- 
adeep, Luttrell’s emotive take on melodic techno garnered him attention from 
dance heavyweights like Pete Tong, earning critical acclaim for his EPs Generate and 
Intergalactic Plastic, the title track from the latter of which was crowned “The Hot- 
test Record in the World” by BBC Radio 1.

Let’s say my kink is edging and I edge myself for a 
few days leading up to a date.
